TWIN FALLS - As Dale Eldrcdge 
looks out to the Singing Bridge, these, 
days, he wonders whellier his car-repair 
business will fall victim to progress. 

Since locating his shop, called Gciq 
State Service, at the bridge's-soulh end 
lust November, Eldrcdge has bunrp'bisc 
of regular ^customers. But ho ai.<)d 
depends on the bridge for passing traffic. 


He and other nearby businesses soon 
-will lose a goo<l c litmk of that traffic. He 
Idaho Transponaiton Depaimcm has 
declared the 72-ycar-old span across 
Rock Creek Canyon unfit Ibr heavy tr uck 
traffic and plans to repinee ir. 

Work on the $2 million project likely 
will start sometime this month and is 
expected to take a year. Businc.ss owners 
now cun only wait to see how it uffccts 
thcirjivcliho^. 

Eldrcdge says he has mixed emotions 


about the project. 

"1 know there ’s some prqbjem with 
Mhnt bridgc. -rT-l-kriow'il's-'dcteriprnting,- 
but what’s it going to do to me?" he 
asked. __ _ 

-Tlierc’s a “good possibility" that the 
project could close his business, Eldrcdge 
said. He estlmuicd that 50 percent of his 
business comes from drive-by traffic and 
once the bridge is cloned, that traflic flow 
will shrivel.
